(2) Experience/training in Surveying/ Engineering 
or as a Munshi may be accepted against the remaining 
period of practical experience/ training for periods not 
exceeding the following : — 

(a) in case of persons holding ap- 
proved qualifications of degree 

level in mining . . . . 4 months 

(b) in case of persons holding -ap- 

proved qualifications of diploma 

level in mining . . . . 8 months 

(c) in other cases . . . . 12 months 

(3) Only such practical experience in opencast 
mines would be approved as has been obtained in 
mines having an average monthly output of not less 
than 600 tonnes of coal. 


(4) Practical experience extending over a period of 
less than three months in case of workers, and four 
weeks in case of officials and mining apprentices, at a 
time shall not be approved. 

(5) Every certificate of practical experience should 
contain precise information about the capacity in which 
the candidate worked, the nature of work done, and 
the dates of commencement and termination of experi- 
ence at each mine. No certificate of practical experi- 
ence shall be considered unless it is granted by the 
manager of the mine and bears the official seal of the 
manager. 

2. Application to be supported by original certificates 
etc , — No application shall be considered unless it is 
supported by original certificates as to qualifications, if 
any, literacy, practical experience, age, sound health, 
first-aid and character, and is accompanied by evidence 
that the prescribed fee has been paid. 

3. Holding of Examinations — Examinations shall be 
held at such times and such places as may be fixed by 


the Board and notified to the candidate. The examina- 
tion fees of a candidate who fails to appear for an exa- 
mination at the appointed place and time without suffi- 
cient cause to the satisfaction of the Chief Inspector 
shall be forfeited. 

4. Appointment of Examiners — (1) So far as practi- 
cable, the examiners appointed by the Board for each 
examination shall be two managers or assistant mana- 
gers, holding the First Class Manager’s Certificate and 
an Inspector of Mines who shall also act as the Secre- 
tary for the examination. 

(2) Except in an emergency, no member of the 
Board shall act as an examiner. 

5. Type of Examination — (1) The examination shall 
be conducted orally in Hindi or in the language of the 
district in which the examination Is held. 

(2) Candidates shall be examined in the following 
subjects : 

(i) Methods of examining roof and sides of 
working places and roadways etc.; 

(ii) Methods of timbering and setting support, 
withdrawal of supports; 

(iii) Shotfiring and transport and use of explosives 
in mines; 

(iv) Ventilation and mine gases — elementary; 

(v) Provisions of the Coal Mines Regulations, 
1957, Rules and Bye-laws made under the 
mines Act, 1952, relating to the safety of 
persons employed in mines in general and to 
the duties of Sirdars and Shotflrers in parti- 
cular. 

6. Conduct of the Examination — Every candidate 
shall conduct himself as required by the Secretary of 
the examination. 

7. Identity and conduct of candidates — (1) At the 
time of examination every candidate shall hand over 
the authorisation issued to him for appearing in the 
examination and two unmounted photographs of him- 
self (of a size approximately 5 cm. X 6.5 cm.) to the 
Secretary for the examination who after satisfying him- 
self that each photograph is a likeness of the candi- 
date shall endorse each of them on the back with the 
name of the candidate. 

(2) Any candidate who submits a false certificate 
or counterfeits a certificate or makes a false declaration 
or adopts unfair means during the examination, may 
be disqualified by the Board and also debarred from 
appearing at any subsequent examination for a specifi- 
ed period not exceeding three years depending upon the 
facts of the case. 

8. Successful candidates— ( 1) In order to qualify, a 
candidate must obtain not less than 40 per cent of the 
maximum marks in each subject and not less than 60 
per cent of the total marks. 

(2) The Secretary of the examination shall record 
the left hand thumb impression of every successful can- 
didate. 

9. Unsuccessful candidates — A candidate who has 
failed in an examination for a Sirdar’s Certificate shall 
not be eligible for rc-examination for a period of three 
months from the date of the examination in which he 
failed. 

10. Re-examlrtation of persons whose certificates 
were cancelled — Any person whose certificate has been 
cancelled by the Board under Regulation 26(3) of the 
Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, may subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board, appear in the examination again, 
but not before the expiry of three years from the date 
of the order of cancellation.

THE OIL & NATURAL GAS COMMISSION (CON- 
DUCT, DISCIPLINE & APPEAL) REGULATIONS, 

1963 

Short Title 

Regulation 1. — These regulations may be called the 
Oil and Natural Gas Commission (Conduct, Discipline 
and Appeal) Regulations, 1963, They shall come into 
force at once. 

Definition, 1 ; 

Regulation 2. — In these regulations unless the context 
otherwise requires 

(a) “The Act’’ means the Oil & Natural Gas 
Commission Act, 1959; 

(b) “Appointing Authority” means ; 

(i) the authority empowered to make ap- 
pointments to the service of which the 
employee is for the time being a member 
or to a grade of the service in which 
the employee is for the time being in- 
cluded; or 

(ii) the authority empowered to make ap- 
pointment to the post which the employee 
for the time being holds; or 

(iii) the authority which appointed the em- 
ployee to such service, grade or post, as 
the case may be; or 

(iv) where the employee having been a per- 
manent member of any other service or 
having substantively held any other per- 
manent post has been in continuous em- 
ployment of the Commission, the autho- 
rity which appointed him to that service 
or to any grade under the service or to 
that post, 

whichever authority is the highest authority; 

(c) "Competent authority”, with reference to the 
exercise of a power, means the officer or autho- 
rity to whom the power is delegated by or 
under these regulations; 

(d) “Commission” means the Oil & Natural Gas 
Commission established under the Oil & Natu- 
ral Gas Commission, Act, 1959 (Act 43 of 
1959); 

(e) “Disciplinary Authority" in relation to the im- 
position of a penalty on an employee means 
the authority competent under these regula- 
tions to impose on him that penalty; 

(f) “Employee” means a person who holds a post 
under the Commission and includes any such 
person whose services are temporarily placed 
at the disposal of a State or the Central Gov- 
ernment or any Government Industrial Under- 
taking. 

Explanation . — A Central or State Government 
servant or an employee of another public 
undertaking on foreign service to the Commis- 
sion will continue to be governed by the Con- 
duct Rules of his department/ office. 

(g) "Government” means the Central Govern- 
ment; 

“Government Servant” means a person who 
is a member of a service or who holds a civil 
post under the Union or State Government 
and includes any such person on foreign 
service; 

(h) “Members of the Family" in relation to an 
employee includes : 

(i) the wife, child or step child of such em- 
ployee whether residing with him or not, 
and in relation to an employee who is a 
woman, the husband residing with her 
and dependent on her; and 

(ii) any other person related whether by blood 
or by marriage to the employee or to such 
employee's wife or husband and wholly 
dependent ■ on such employee, but does 


(i) “Misconduct” : Without prejudice to the general 
meaning of the term ‘misconduct’ and the spe- 
cific provisions made in these regulations, 
the acts and omissions shown in the Annexuro 
shall be treated as ‘misconduct’; 

(j) Words denoting the masculine gender shall in- 
clude the feminine gender and words denot- 
ing singular number shall include plural 
number and vice versa. 

Application 

Regulation 3. — These regulations shall apply to all 
the employees of the Oil & Natural Gas Commission, 
save as under ; — 

v (a) Workmen as defined in the Standing orders 
for Contingent Employees; 

(b) Members of the Security Force of the Com- 
mission; 

(c) Government Servants working in the Commis- 
sion in respect of whom there are separate pro- 
visions. 

(ii) Nothing in these regulations shall operate to dep- 
rive any employee of any right or privilege to which he 
is entitled : 

(a) by or under any law for the time being in 
force; or 

(b) by the terms of conditions of service, or any 
agreement, subsisting between such person and 
the Government of India; or 

(c) by the terms of any agreement subsisting bet- 
ween him and the Commission at the com- 
mencement of these regulations. 

Regulation 4. — Where h is considered necessary to 
make provisions in respect of an employee, inconsistent 
with any of these regulations, the authority making the 
appointment, with the prior approval of the Commission, 
may, by agreement with such employee, make such pro- 
visions, and thereupon these regulations shall not apply 
to such employee to the extent to which the provisions 
so made are inconsistent therewith. 

Absence from Station 

Regulation 5. — (1) Unless in any case it be other- 
wise distinctly provided, the whole time of an employee 
shall be at the disposal of the Commission and he shall 
serve the Commission in its business in such capacity 
and at such places as he may, from time to time, be 
directed. 

(2) An employee shall not absent himself from duty 
without having obtained the permission of the compe- 
tent authority. 

No employee shall leave the station where he is post- 
ed without obtaining previous permission from his im- 
mediate superior officer, unless otherwise so authorised 
by competent authority. 

Employment of near relatives of Employees in EirrrtS 
enjoying Commission's Patronage 

Regulation 6.— (1) No employee holding a post the 
maximum of the scale of which is more than Rs. 620, 
i.e. officers ordinarily known as Class I and II Officers, 
shall, except with the previous sanction of the Commis- 
sion, permit any member of his family to accept any 
employment with any private firm with which he has 
official dealings. 

Provided that where the acceptance of the employ- 
ment cannot await the prior permission of the Commis- 
sion or is otherwise considered urgent, the matter shall 
be reported to the Commission and the employment 
may be accepted provisionally subject to the permission 
of the Commission. 

(2) If any member of the family of an employee had 
been employed in any private firm havjng business deal- 
ings with the Commission from a date prior to the em- 
ployee joining the service of the Commission, he shall 
bring such fact to the notice of the Commission in 
writing immediately after taking up employment in the 
Commission. 
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(3) Where any proposal involves the award of a 
contract, in exercise of patronage of the Commission, 
iq favour of any firm in which a member of family of 
the employee is employed, the fact shall be declared by 
the employee concerned to the Commission and the case 
shall thereafter be decided by the Commission or its 
authorised representative in its direction. 

Taking Part in Politics and Elections 

Regulation 7.— (1) No employee shall be a member 
of, or be otherwise associated with, any political party 
or any organisation which takes part in politics, or has 
a political tinge, leanings or affiliations; nor shall he take 
part in, subscribe, in aid of or assist in any other manner, 
any political movement or activity. 

(2) Commission's decision as to whether any move- 
ment or activity falls within the scope of (1) above 
shall be final. 

(3) No employee shall canvass or otherwise interfere 
or use his influence in connection with or take part in, 
an election to any legislature or local authority : 

Provided that — 

(i) an employee qualified to vote at such election 
may exercise his right to vote, but where he 
does so, he shall give no indication of the 
manner in which he proposes to vote or has 
voted; 

(ii) an employee shall not be deemed to have con- 
travened the provisions of this regulation by 
reason only that he assists in the conduct of an 
election in the due performance of a duty 
imposed on him by or under any law for the 
time being in force. 

Explanation. — Offering himself as a candidate for 
election to local authority on being permitted by Com- 
mission shall not amount to the contravention of Sub- 
regulation (3) above. 

Demonstrations and Strikes 

Regulation ‘8. — ( 1 ) No employee shall participate in 
any form of strike m connection with any matter per- 
taining to his conditions of service. 

(2) No employee shall participate in any demonstra- 
tion, which is likely to incite violence or a breach of 
discipline or to cause disaffection between different 
classes of employees of the Commission. 

Connection with Press or Radio 

Regulation 9. — (1) No employee shall, except with 
the previous sanction of the Commission, own wholly 
or in part, or conduct, or participate in the editing or 
managing df any newspaper or other periodical publi- 
cation. 

(2) No employee shall, except with the previous 
sanction of the Commission or any other authority em- 
powered by it in this behalf, or in the bona fide dis- 
charge of his duties, participate in a radio broadcast or 
contribute any article or write any letter cither anony- 
mously or in his own name or in the name of any 
other person to any source whatsoever, in or outside 
the Commission, 

Criticism of Government or Commission 

Regulation 10. — No employee shall, in any radio broad- 
cast or in any document published anonymously, or in 
his own name, or in the name of any other person, or 
in any communication to the press, or in any public 
Utterance, make any statement of fact or opinion : — 

(1) which has the effect of an adverse criticism of 
any current or recent policy or action of the 
Central Government or a State Government or 
the Commission or any other public under- 
taking. Nothing contained in this clause shall 
apply to bona fide expression of views based on 
correct and verified facts, onus of which shall 
be on the person making the statement, as an 
office-bearer of a trade union of such em- 
ployees for the purpose of safeguarding the 
service conditions of such employee or for 
securing an improvement therein; 

(2) which is capable of embarrassing the relations 
between the Central Government and the Gov- 
ernment of any State, or the Commission and 
the Government of any State; 


(3) which is capable of embarrassing the relation 
of Central Government and the Government 
of any foreign State : 

Provided that nothing in this Regulation shall apply 
to any statements made or views expressed of a purely 
factual nature, which are not considered to be of a 
secret nature, by an employee in his official capacity 
or in the due performance of the duties assigned to 
him. 

Unauthorised Communication of Information 

Regulation 11. — (1) No employee shall, while in 
service or after his retirement, resignation or discharge, 
except in accordance with any general or special order 
of his superior officers of the Commission or in the 
performance in good faith of the duties assigned to him, 
communicate directly or indirectly any official document 
or information to any employee or any other persons 
to whom he is not authorised to communicate such 
document or information, 

(2) Retaining or quoting in representations orders or 
notes or other information contained in official files, 
which the employee is not ordinarily expected to have 
seen or retained contravenes (1) above. 

(3) No employee shall give any press interviews 
without prior permission. 

Gifts 

Regulation 12. — (1) Save as otherwise provided in 
these regulations, no employee shall, except with the pre- 
vious sanction of the Commission accept or permit any 
member of his family to accept from any person any 
gift other than a gift of a trifling value : 

Provided that gifts of a value, reasonable in all cir- 
cumstances of the case, may be accepted from relations 
and personal friends or presented to such persons ofl 
occasions such as wedding, anniversaries, funerals and 
religious functions, when the making or receiving of 
such gifts is in conformity with the prevailing religious 
or social customs. 

(2) If a question arises whether any gift is of a trifl- 
ing value or not, or where an employee is in any doubt 
whether a gift offered to him is of a trifling value or 
not, a reference shall be made to the Commission by 
such employee and the decision of the Commission 
thereon shall be final. 

Explanation.-^ Ordinarily a gift of the value of Rs. 50 
or so shall be regarded as of trifling value. 

(3) Gifts from foreign dignitaries other than those 
of a trifling value : — 

(i) may be retained by the recipient if symbolic 
in value and not of any practical use (e.g. 
sword or ceremonial robe etc.); 

(ii) will be deposited with the Commission in 
other cases, the recipient being givon the option 
to purchase them at prices to be fixed by the 
Commission. 

Explanation. — The amount of customs duty is not to 
be added for fixing the value of a gift received by an 
employee from a foreign dignitary abroad. 

Private Trading 

Regulation 13. — (1) No employee or class of em- 
ployees shall, except with the approval of the Commis- 
sion engage directly or indirectly in any trade or busi 
ness. 

(2) No employee shall, except with the previous 
sanction of the Commission, take part in the registra- 
tion, promotion or management of any bank or othei 
company registered under the Indian Companies Act oi 
any other law for the time being in force : 

Provided that an employee may take part in the re- 
gistration, promotion or management of Cooperative 
Societies under Cooperative Societies Act, 1912 or any 
other law for the time being in force or of a literary, 
scientific or charitable society registered under the 
Societies Registration Act, 1860 or any other corres- 
ponding law in force. 

(3) No employee shall accept, solicit or seek any 
outside employment or office whether stipendiary oi 
honorary, without the previous sanction of the compe- 
tent authority. 
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Fees and Honoraria 

Regulation 14. — No employee shall undertake part- 
time work for a private or public body or a private 
person or person or accept fee therefor, without the 
sanction of the competent authority, which shall grant 
sanction oply in exceptional cases, when it is satisfied 
that the work can be undertaken without detriment to 
his official duties and responsibilities. The competent 
authority may in cases in which it thinks fit to grant 
such sanction, stipulate that any fees received by the 
employee for undertaking the work shall be paid in 
whole or part, to the Commission. 

Movable or Immovable and Valuable Property 

Regulation 15.— (1) No employee shall except with 
the prior permission of the prescribed authority acquire 
or dispose of any immovable property by lease, mort- 
gage, purchase, sale, gift or otherwise, either in his own 
name or in the name of any member of his family, if 
it is of the value of Rs. 10,000 or above : 

Provided that any such transaction, of the value of 
less than Rs. 10,000, conducted otherwise than through 
a regular or reputed dealer shall also require that pre- 
vious sanction of the prescribed authority. 

Explanation 1 (a). — The prescribed authority for the 
purpose of this sub-regulation shall be the Commission 
in the case of all employees except where any lower 
authority has been specifically prescribed in respect of 
any category of such employees; 

(b) In respect of an employee on foreign service or 
on deputation to the Commission, the prescribed autho- 
rity shall be the controlling authority of the cadre on 
which such an employee is borne. 

Explanation 2. — The following attracts sub-regulation 

(1) above : — 

(i) Construction of a house; 

(ii) Undertaking of repairs or minor construction 
work in respect of immovable property esti- 
mated to cost more than Rs. 2,500. 

(in) Acquisition or disposal of immovable property 
by way of dowry. 

(2) An employee who enters into any transaction 
concerning any movable property exceeding one thou- 
sand rupees in value, whether by way of purchase, sale 
or otherwise, shall forthwith report such transaction to 
the prescribed authority, referred to in sub-regulation 
( 1 ) : 

Provided that no employee shall enter into any such 
transaction except with or through a regular or reputed 
dealer or agent or with the previous sanction of the 
prescribed authority. 

Explanation 1. — For the purpose of this sub-regula- 
tion, file expression ‘movable property' includes, inter 
alia, the following namely ; — 

(a) Jewellery, insurance policies, shares, securities 
and debentures; 

(b) loans, advances by such employee, whether 
secured or not: 

(c) motor cars, motor cycles, horses or any other 
means of conveyance; and 

(d) refrigerators, radios and radiograms; 

(e) '‘on account" payments to Cooperative House 
Building Societies for purchase, development 
etc., of land. 

Explanation 2. — -The monetary limit prescribed in 

(2) above will in relation to insurance policies apply to 
the amount of annual premium and not the value of 
the policy. 

Explanation 3.— All purchases made at the same time, 
in the same place (shop etc.) and charged for in the 
same bill shall be treated as one transaction for the 
purpose of sub-regulation (2) above, whether or not 
they relate to the same item. 

axplanation 4, Purchase of articles for presentation 
as dowry attracts sub-regulation (2) above. 

(3) All transactions of both immovable and movable 
property made out of the funds (including stridhan, 
gifts, inheritance etc.) of the dependants of the employee, 


irrespective of the persons in whose name the transaction 
is made, shall be reported in the following manner : — 

(a) Transactions In immovable property. — These 
should be reported alongwith the annual pro- 
perty return but in a separate form. No other 
report is necessary. 

(b) Transactions in movable property — Those 
should be reported immediately on completion 
or immediately after the employee comes to 
know of them. In both the types of cases, 
prior permission of the prescribed authority 
is not necessary. 

(c) An employee who transfer any immovable 
property or movable property exceeding 
Rs. 1,000 in value, to a member of his family, 
should report or obtain sanction of the pres- 
cribed authority in accordance with these re- 
gulations. 

(d) Transactions as members of Hindu undivided 
Joint Family do not require Commission’s prior 
permission. In such cases, transactions in 
immovable property should be included in the 
annual property return and those in movable 
property should be reported to the prescribed 
authority immediately after completion or im- 
mediately after the employee comes to know 
them. 

If an employee is unable to give an idea of 
his share of such property, he may give 
details of the full property and the name of 
the members who share it. 

(4) (i) Every employee holding a post, the maximum! 
of the scale of pay of which is more than Rs. 620 shall 
on the first appointment in the Commission’s service,, 
and thereafter on the 1st January of each year, submit 
a return, in such form as the Commission may prescribe', 
in this behalf of all immovable property owned, acquiredl 
or inherited by him or held by him on lease or mortgage, 
either in his own name or in the name of any member 
of his family, or in the name of any other person. 

(ii) The Commission may also prescribe a similar 
return in respect of other categories of employees, as 
and when an occasion so demands. 

Vindication of Acts & Character of Employees 

Regulation 16. — No employee shall except with the 
previous sanction of the Commission have recourse 
to any court or to the press for the vindication of any 
official act which has been the subject matter of adverse 
criticism or an attack of a defamatory character. 

Explanation. — Nothing in this regulation shall bei 
deemed to prohibit an employee from vindicating his. 
private character or any act done by him in his private- 
capacity. 

Conviction or Arrest of an Employee 

Regulation 17. — An employee convicted by a court 
of law or arrested shall report the fact of his convic- 
tion/ arrest to his departmental superiors promptly;, and 
failure to do so will render him liable to disciplinary 
action on this ground. 

Pressing of Claim or Seeking Redress of a Grievance in 
Service Matters 

Regulation 18. — (1) An employee shall address im- 
mediate superior or head of office or such other autho- 
rities at the lowest level, as may be competent to deal 
with the matter. 

(2) An appeal or representation to higher authorities 
shall not be made unless the appropriate lower authority 
has already rejected the claim or refused relief or un- 
duly delayed the disposal of the case. 

(3) A representation to Members and the Chairman 
of the Commission must not be made unless all means 
of securing attention or redress from lower authorities, 
have been completely exhausted. 

(4) No representation, appeal, petition or memorial 
shall be addressed by any employee to the Members of 
the Commission personally or to any outside authority 
or an authority not prescribed under the respective re- 
gulations. 

(5) No employee shall send a representation or 
advance copies thereof to higher authorities except 
through proper channel or send copies of a representa- 
tion to outside authorities. ‘ 
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Explanation. — An advance copy of a representation 
may be sent direct to the addressee at the stage men- 
tioned in sub-regulation (2) above being reached. 

Bigamous Marriages 

Regulation 19. — (1) No employee who has a wife 
living shall contract another marriage without first ob- 
taining the permission of the Commission, notwithstand- 
ing that such subsequent marriage is permissible under 
the personal law for the time being applicable to him. 

(2) No female employee shall marry any person who 
has a wife living and vice versa, without first obtaining 
the permission of the Commission. 

Approaching Foreign Governments for Financial 
Assistance 

Regulation 20. — No employee shall approach directly 
or indirectly any foreign Government or foreign organi- 
zation for financial assistance for visiting a foreign 
country or attending a course abroad without prior 
permission of the Commission. 

Forwarding of Applications 

Regulation 21.- — (1) No employee shall forward any 
application for employment elsewhere, except through 
proper channel. 

(2) An employee shall not forward an application for 
an award of a fellowship, Scholarship etc. directly to 
the authority concerned, unless he is sponsored by the 
Commission or is permitted to take up such Scholar- 
ship or fellowship. 

Association of Employees with Activities not Connected 
with Official Duties 

Regulation 22.- — (1) An employee with the previous 
sanction of the competent authority may join an educa- 
tional institution or a course of study outside normal 
office hours provided that such pursuit does not detract 
from efficient discharge of his official duties. 

(2) Subject to the observance of the conditions laid 
down in (1) above, and other conditions if any, which 
may be mentioned in the letter granting such permission, 
an employee may join : — 

(a) Home Guards. 

National Voluntary Corps. 

Prantiya Raksha Dal & other officially spon- 
sored police organizations. 

(b) Shramdan, 

(c) St. John Ambulance Brigade. 

(d) Territorial Army; and 

(e) Auxiliary Air Force. 

(3) An employee may join Bharat Sewak Samaj, pro- 
vided such a participation on his part does not interfere 
with due discharge by him of his normal official duties. 

Return of Commission's Property, Equipment, Tools 

etc. 

Regulation 23.— (1) Every employee leaving the ser- 
vice of the Commission shall, before leaving the 

-sendee of the Commission, return any of the property 

or equipment or tools belonging to the Commission 
issued or lent to him in connection with his employment 
in the Commission. The cost of such property, equip- 
ment or tools not so returned shall be liable to be 

^deducted from his pay or the amount due to him. 

Suspension 

Regulation 24 : 

(i) The appointing authority, or any authority to 
which it is subordinate, or any other authority 
empowered by the Commission to impose a 
penalty specified in Regulation 25 may place 
an employee of the Commission under suspen- 
sion : — 

(a) where a disciplinary proceeding against 
him is contemplated or is pending, or 

(b) where a case against him in respect of any 
criminal offence is under investigation or 
trial. 

( ii ) Where an employee is detained in custody, 
whether on a criminal charge or otherwise, for 
a period exceeding 48 hours, he shall be deemed 
to have been suspended with effect from the 


date of detention, by an order of the Appoint- 
ing Authority and shall remain under suspen- 
sion until further orders. 

(iff) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or 
compulsory retirement from service, imposed 
upon an employee under suspension, is set 
aside in appeal or a review under these Regu- 
lations and the case is submitted for further 
inquiry or action or with any other directions, 
the order of his suspension shall be deemed to 
have continued in force on and from the date 
of the original order of dismissal, removal or 
compulsory retirement and shall remain in 
force until further orders. 

(iv) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or com- 
pulsory retirement from service imposed upon 
an employee is set aside or declared or 
rendered void in consequenco of or by a deci- 
sion of a court of law and the disciplinary 
authority, on a consideration of the circum- 
stances of the case, decides to hold a further 
inquiry against him on the allegations on which 
the penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory 
retirement was originally imposed, the employee 
shall be deemed to have been palced under 
suspension by the Appointing Authority from 
the date of the original order of dismissal, 
removal or compulsory retirement and shall 
continue to remain under suspension until 
further orders. 

(v) An order of suspension made or deemed to 
have been made under this rule may at any 
time be revoked by the Authority which made 
or is deemed to have made the order or by any 
authority to which that authority is subordinate. 

(vi) During the period of suspension, an employee 
shall draw subsistence allowance at such rates 
as may be specified by the Commission from 
time to time. 

(vii) Leave may not be granted to an employee under 
suspension. 

Discipline 

Regulation 25 : Nature of Penalties.— The following 
penalties may, for good and sufficient reasons and as 
hereinafter provided, be imposed on an employee of the 
Commission, who is found guilty of misconduct or a 
breach of ^any Regulations, rules or orders issued by the 
Commission or by any other authority empowered in that 
behalf by the Commission, namely : — 

(0 censure; 

(ii) withholding of increments or promotions; 

(lil) recovery from pay of the whole or part of any 
pecuniary loss caused to the Commission by 
negligence or breach of orders; 

(iv) reduction to a lower service, grade or post, or 

to a lower time-scale, or to a lower stage in a 
time-scale; 1 

(v) compulsory retirement; 

(vi) removal from service which shall not be a dis- 
qualification for future employment; 

(vii) dismissal from service which shall ordinarily be 
a disqualification for future employment. 

Explanation. — The following shall not amount to a 
penalty within the meaning of this rule : — 

(i) withholding of increments of an employee of 
the Commission for failure to pass a depart- 
mental examination in accordance with the rules 
or orders governing the service or post or the 
terms of his appointment; 

(ii) stoppage of an employee of the Commission at 
the efficiency bar in the time-scale on the ground 
of his unfitness to cross the bar; 

(ill) non-promotion whether in a substantive or offi- 
ciating capacity of an employee of the Com- 
mission, after consideration of his case, to a 
service, grade or post for promotion to which 
he is eligible; 

(iv) reversion to a lower service, grade or post of 
an employee of the Commission officiating in a 
higher service, grade or post on the ground 
that he is considered, after trial, to be unsuit- 
able for such higher service, grade or post or 
on administrative grounds unconnected with his 
conduct; 
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(v) reversion to his permanent service, grade or 
post of an employee of the Commission 
appointed on probation to another service, 
grade or post, during or at the end of the 
period of probation in accordance with the 
terms of his appointment or the rules and orders 
governing probation; 

(vi) replacement of the services of an employee of 
the Commission whose services have been 
borrowed from Central Government or a 
State Government or an authority under the 
control of Central Government or a State Gov- 
ernment at the disposal of the authority which 

■ had lent his services; 

(v//) compulsory retirement of an employee of the 
Commission in accordance with the provisions 
relating to his superannuation or retirement; 

(v///) termination of the services — 

(a) of an employee of the Commission 
appointed on probation, during or at the 
end of the period of probation, in accord- 
ance with the terms of his appointment or 
the rules and orders governing probation; 
or 

(b) of a temporary employee of the Commis- 
sion in accordance with the Commission's 
regulations governing termination of 
service of such employee; or 

(c) of an employee of the Commission em- 
ployed under an agreement, in accordance 
with the terms of such agreement. 

Disciplinary Authority 

Regulation 26— The Commission may impose any of 
the penalties specified in Regulation 25 on any em- 
ployee of the Commission. 

Provided that 

(i) any of the said penalties may also be imposed 
on any employee by the authority specified in 
this behalf by a general or special order of the 
Commission, or where no such order has been 
made, by the appointing authority; 

(il) provided further that when an employee is on 
foreign service to the Commission, no penalty 
shall be imposed on him without consultation 
with the disciplinary authority with respect to 
his substantive post; and 

(ii‘0 notwithstanding anything contained in this 
regulation, no penalty specified in clauses (/v) 
to (v/i) of Regulation 25 shall be imposed by 
any authority lower than the Appointing 
Authority. 

Procedure for Imposing Major Penalties 
Regulation 27 : 

(i) An order imposing any of the penalties speci- 
fied in clauses (tv) to (v/i) of Regulation 25 
shall be passed after an inquiry, held as far as 
may be, in the manner hereinafter provided. 

The disciplinary authority shall frame 
definite charges on the basis of the allegations 
on which the enquiry is proposed to be held. 
Such charges together with a statement of the 
allegations on which they are based shall be 
communicated in writing to the employee con- 
cerned and he shall be required to submit, 
within such time as may be specified by the 
disciplinary authority — 

(a) to such authority 

oft 

( b ) where a Board of Inquiry or Inquiring 
Officer has been appointed under clause 
(ii), to that Board or Officer; a written 
statement of his defence and also to state 
whether he desires to be heard in person. 

(ii) The disciplinary authority may inquire into the 
charges itself, or, if it considers it necessary so 
to do, it may either at the time of communicat- 
ing the charges to the employee under clause 
(i), or at any time thereafter appoint a Board 
of Inquiry or Inquiring Officer for the purpose, 


(Hi) The employee, shall, for the purpose of pre- 
paring his defence, be permitted to inspect and 
take extracts from such official records as he 
may specify, provided that such permission may 
be refused, if for reasons, to be recorded in 
writing, in the opinion of the disciplinary autho- 
rity such records are not relevant for the 
purpose or it is against the interest of the 
Commission to allow him access thereto. 

(/v) On receipt of the written statement of defence 
or if no such statement is received within the 
time specified, the disciplinary authority, the 
board of inquiry or the inquiring officer may 
inquire into such of the charges as are not 
admitted. 

(v) The Inquiring Authority shall, in the course of 
inquiry, consider such documentary evidence 
and take such oral evidence as may be relevant 
or material in regard to the charges. The 
employee shall be entitled to cross-examine 
witnesses examined in support of the charges 
and to give evidence in person. 

(vi) At the conclusion of the inquiry, the Inquiring 
Authority shall prepare a report of the inquiry, 
recording its findings on each of the charges 
together with the reasons therefor. If in the 
opinion of such authority, the proceedings of 
the inquiry established charges different from 
those originally framed, it may record findings 
on such charges provided that findings on such 
charges shall not be recorded unless the em- 
ployee has admitted the facts constituting them 
or has had an opportunity of defending himself 
against them. 

(v/i) The record of the inquiry shall include— 

(a) the charges framed against the employee 
and the statement of allegations furnished 
to him under clause (/); 

(b) written statement of defence, if any; 

(c) oral evidence taken in the course of the 
inquiry; 

( d ) the documentary evidence considered in 
the course of the inquiry; 

(e) the orders, if any, made by the Disciplinary 
Authority and the Inquiring Authority in 
regard to the inquiry; and 

(/) a report setting out the findings on each 
charge and reasons therefor. 

(vlli) The Disciplinary Authority shall, if it is not tho 
Inquiring Authority, consider the record of the 
Inquiry and record its findings on each charge. 

(ix) If the Disciplinary Authority, having regard to 
its findings on the charges, is of the opinion 
that any of the penalties specified in clauses (iv) 
to (vii) of Regulation 25 should be imposed, 
it shall— 

(a) furnish to the employee a copy of tho re- 
port of the Inquiring Authority and 
where the Disciplinary Authority is not the 
Inquiring Authority, a statement of its 
findings together with brief reasons of 
disagreement if any with the findings of 
the inquiring authority; and 

( b ) give a notice stating the action proposed 
to be taken in regard to him and calling 
upon him to submit within a specified 
time such representation as he may wish to 
make against the proposed action. 

( x ) The Disciplinary Authority shall consider the 
representation made, if any by the employee in 
response to the notice given under sub-clause 
(b) of clause (ix) and determine what penalty, 
if any, should be imposed on the employee and 
pass appropriate orders on the case. 

(xi) If, however, the Disciplinary Authority having 
regard to its findings is of the opinion that any 
of tho penalties specified in clauses (i) to (Hi) 
of Regulation 25 should be imposed, it shall 
pass appropriate orders in the case. 

(xii) Orders passed by the Disciplinary Authority 
shall be communicated to the employee who 
shall also be supplied with a copy of the report 
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of the Inquiring Authority and where the Disci- 
plinary Authority is not the Inquiring Autho- 
rity, a statement of its findings together with 
brief reasons for disagreement, if any with the 
findings of the Inquiring Authority, unless they 
have already been supplied to him. 

Procedure for Imposing Minor Penalties 

Regulation 28. — (1) No order imposing any of the 
penalties specified in clauses (i) to (ill) of Regulation 25 
shall be passed except after — 

(a) an employee is informed in writing of the pro- 
posal to take action against him and of the 
allegations on which it is proposed to be taken 
and given an opportunity to make any repre- 
sentation, he may wish to make; and 

(b) such representation, if any, Is taken Into consi- 
deration by the Disciplinary Authority. 

(2) The record of proceedings in such cases shall 
include — 

(i) a copy of the intimation to the employee of 
the proposal to take aotion against him; 

(ii) a copy of the statement of allegations com- 
municated to him; 

(iii) his representation, if any; and 

(iv) orders on the case together with reasons 
thereof. 

Joint Inquiry 

Regulation 29 . — (1) Where two or more employees 
are concerned in any case, the Commission or any other 
authority competent to impose penalty of dismissal from 
service on all such employees may make an order that 
disciplinary action against all pf them may be taken in 
a common proceedings. 

(2) Any such orders shall specify — 

(i) the authority which may function as the Disci- 
plinary Authority for the purpose of such 
common proceedings; 

(ii) the penalties specified in Regulation 25 which 
such Disciplinary Authority shall be competent 
to impose; and 

(iii) whether the procedure prescribed In Regulation 
27 or Regulation 28 may be followed in the 
proceeding. 

Special Procedure In certain Cases 

Regulation 30. — Notwithstanding anything contained 
in Regulations 27, 28 and 29— 

(i) where a penalty is imposed on an employee 
on the ground of conduct which has led 
to his conviction on a criminal charge, the 
Disciplinary Authority may consider the circum- 
stances of the case and pass such orders 
thereon as it deems fit; or 

(ii) where the Disciplinary Authority is satisfied for 
reasons to be recorded in writing that it Is not 
reasonably practicable to follow the procedure 
prescribed in the said rules, the Disciplinary 
Authority may consider the circumstances of 
the case and pass such orders as it deems fit; 
or 

(iii) where the Government of India is satisfied that 
in the interest of the security of the State, it 
is not expedient to follow such a procedure, 
the Disciplinary Authority may pass such orders 
as it deems fit. 

Provision regarding Officers belonging to Central 
Government/ State Government or other Organisation on 
Foreign Service with the Commission 

Regulation 31. — (1) Where an order of Suspension i» 
made or disciplinary proceeding is taken against an 
emplovee on foreign service with the Commission, the 
authority lending his services shall forthwith be informed 
of the circumstances leading to the order of his suspen- 
sion or the commencement of the disciplinary proceed- 
ing, as the case may be, 

(2) In the light of the findings of the disciplinary 
proceeding taken against such an employee — 

(i) If the Disciplinary Authority is of the opinion 
that any of the penalties specified in clauses 
(i) to (ill) of Regulation 25 should be impos- 
ed on him, it may subject to the provision of 


the clause (xi) of Regulation 27 and Regula- 
tion 28, as the case may be, after consultation 
with the lending authority pass such orders, as 
it deems fit : 

Provided that in the event of difference of 
opinion between the borrowing authority and 
lending authority the services of such an em- 
ployee shall be replaced at the disposal of the 
lending authority. 

(ii) If the Disciplinary Authority is of the opinion 
that any of the penalties specified in clauses 

(iv) to (vii) of Regulation 25 should be im- 
posed on him, it shall replace his services at the 
disposal of the lending authority and transmit 
to it the proceedings of the inquiry for such 
action as it deems necessary. 

Regulation 32. — The evidence of persons deposing at 
the enquiry shall be got signed by tne persons deposing 
and the employee against whom the inquiry proceedings 
are being taken. If any one of them refuses to sign the 
deposition, the fact should be recorded by the authority 
recording the evidence and the authority's endorsement 
got attested by two of the persons present at the inquiry. 

Appeal 

Regulation 33. — An employee may appeal against an 
order of suspension or any penalty to the Authority to 
which the Authority which made or is deemed to have 
made the order is immediately subordinate. 

Provided that no appeal shall lie where the said order 
was made or is deemed to have been made by the Commis- 
sion itself, but the Commission may, on its own initiative 
or on any petition submitted by the employee, review its 
decision, 

Explanation. — The expression ‘‘employee” includes a 
person who has ceased to be an employee. 

Appeal against other Orders 

Regulation 34. — An employee may appeal against an 
order : 

(a) which denies or varies to his disadvantage, his 
pay, allowances, pension or other conditions of 
service as regulated by any rules, regulations 
or agreement; or 

(b) interprets to his disadvantage the provisions of 
any such rules or agreement; or 

(c) stops him at the efficiency bar in the time-scale 
on the grounds of his unfitness to cross 
the bar, or reverts him to his lower service, 
grade or post while officiating in higher service, 
grade or post otherwise than as a penalty; or 

(d) reduces or withholds the pension or provident 
fund or denies the maximum pension or provi- 
dent fund admissible under the rules; or 

(e) determines the pay and allowances for the 
period of suspension to be paid to him on his 
reinstatement or determines whether or not 
such period shall be treated as a period spent 
on duty for any purpose; 

to the authority to which the authority which passed 
the orders is immediately subordinate. 

Explanation. — The expression “employee” includes a 
person who has ceased to be an employee. 

Period of Limitation for Appeals 

Regulation 35. — No appeal under this chapter shall bo 
entertained unless it is submitted within a period of three 
months from the date on which the appellant re- 
ceives a copy of the order appealed against ; 

Provided that the appellate authority may entertain 
the appeal after the expiry of the said period, if it is 
satisfied that the appellant had sufficient cause for not 
submitting the appeal in time. 

Form & Contents of Appeal 

Regulation 36. — (1) Every person submitting an appeal 
shall do so separately and in his own name. 

(2) The appeal shall be addressed to the Authority 
to whom the appeal lies, shall contain all material state-* 
ments and arguments on which the appellant relies, shall 
not contain any disrespectful or improper language, and 
shall be complete in itself. 
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Submission of Appeals 

Regulation 37. — Every appeal shall be submitted 
through the Authority which made the order appealed 
against. A copy of the appeal may be submitted direct 
to the Appellate Authority. 

Withholding of Appeals 

Regulation 38. — (1) The Authority which made the 
order appealed against may withhold the appeal if— 

(i) it is an appeal against an order from which no 
appeal lies; or 

(ii) it does not comply with any of the provisions 
of Regulation 36; or 

(iii) it is not submitted within the period specified 
in Regulation 35 and no cause is shown for 
the delay; or 

(iv) it is a repetition of an appeal already decided 
and no new facts or circumstances are adduced: 

Provided that an appeal withheld on the ground 
only that it does not comply with the provisions of 
Regulation 36 shall be returned to the appellant, and if 
resubmitted within one month thereof after compliance 
with the said provisions, shall not be withheld. 

(2) Where an appeal is withheld, the appellant shall 
be informed of the facts and reasons therefor. 

(3) At the commencement of each quarter, a list of 
the appeals withheld by any authority during the previous 
quarter, together with the reasons for withholding them, 
shall be furnished by that authority to the appellate 
authority. 

Transmission of Appeals 

Regulation 39. — (1) The Authority which made the 
order appealed against shall, without any avoidable de- 
lay, transmit to the appellate authority every appeal, 
which is not withheld under Regulation 38, together with 
its comments thereon and the relevant records, 

(2) The authority to which the appeal lies may direct 
transmission to it of any appeal withheld under Regula- 
tion 38 and thereupon such appeal shall be transmitted 
to that authority together with the comments of the 
authority withholding the appeal and the relevant records, 

Consideration of Appeals 

Regulation 40, — ( 1 ) In the case of an appeal against 
un order of suspension, the Appellate Authority shall 
consider whether in the light of the provisions of Regu- 
lation 24 and having regard to the circumstances of the 
case, the order of suspension is justified or not and 
confirm or revoke the order accordingly. 

(2) In the case of un appeal against an order imposing 
any of the penalties specified in Regulation 25 the 
Appellate Authority shall consider — 

(a) whether the procedure prescribed in these regu- 
lations had been complied with, and, if not 
whether such non-compliance has resulted in 
failure of justice; 

(b) whether the findings are justified; and 

(c) whether the penalty imposed is excessive, 
adequate or inadequate: 

and puss orders — 

(i) setting aside, reducing, confirming of enhancing 
the penalty; or 

(ii) remitting the case to the authority which 
imposed the penalty or to any other authority 
with such direction as it may deem fit in the 
circumstances of the case : 

Provided that — 

(i) the Appellate Authority shall not impose any 
enhanced penalty which neither such authority 
nor the authority which made the order appeal- 
ed against is competent in the case to impose; 

(ii) no order imposing an enhanced penalty shall 
be passed unless the appellant is given an op- 

ortunity of making any representation which 
e may wish to make against such enhanced 
penalty; and 

(iii) if the enhanced penalty which the Appellate 
Authority proposes to impose is one of the 
Regulation 25 and an inquiry under Regulation 
penalties specified in clauses (iv) to (vii) of 
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27 has not already been held in the case, the Ap- 
pellate Authority shall, subject to the provisions 
of Regulation 30, itself hold such inquiry or 
direct that such inquiry be held, and thereafter 
on consideration of the proceeding of such in- 
quiry and after giving the appellant an oppor- 
tunity of making any representation which he 
may wish to make against such penalty, pass 
such orders as it may deem fit. 

(3) In the case of an appeal against any order 
specified in Regulation 34, the Appellate Authority shall 
consider all the circumstances of the case and pass such 
orde , as it deems just and equitable. 

Implementation of Orders in Appeal 

Regulation 41. — The authority which made the order 
appealed against shall give effect to the orders passed 
by the Appellate Authority, 

Saving of Rights under Law 

Regulation 42. — Notwithstanding anything contained 
in this part, where the person who made the order ap- 
pealed against becomes, by virtue of his subsequent 
appointment or otherwise, the Appellate Authority under 
Regulations 33 and 34 in respect of the appeal against 
such order, such person shall forward the appeal to the 
authority to which he is immediately subordinate and 
such authority shall, in relation to that appeal, be deemed 
to be the Appellate Authority for the purposes of Regu- 
lations 40 and 41. 

Review 

Regulation 43.— (1) The authority to which an appeal 
against an order imposing any of the penalties specified 
in Regulation 25 lies may, of its own motion or otherwise 
call for the records of the case in a disciplinary pro- 
ceeding, review any order passed in such a case and 
pass such orders as it deems fit, as if the employee of 
the Commission had preferred an appeal against such 
order : 

Provided that no action under this rale shall be initiat- 
ed more than six months after the date of the order to 
be reviewed. 

Regulation 44. — Notwithstanding anything contained 
in these regulations the Commission may at any time, 
of its own motion or otherwise, call for the records 
of a case and review any order made under these regu- 
lations and may pass such orders as it may deem fit : 

Provided that; — 

(/) an order imposing or enhancing a penalty shall not 
be passed unless the person concerned has been given 
opportunity of making any representation, which he may 
wish to make ugainst such order; 

(ii) If the Commission proposes to impose any of the 
penalties specified in clauses (iv) to (vii) of Regulation 
25, in a case where an inquiry under Regulation 
27 has not been held, the Commission shall, subject to 
the provisions of Regulation 30, direct that such inquiry 
shall be held, and thereafter on consideration of the pro- 
ceedings of such inquiry and after giving the person 
concerned an opportunity of making any representation, 
which he may wish to make against such penalty, pass 
such orders as it may deem fit. 

Treatment of the Period and Pay and Allowances 
Admissible to an Employee for the Period of his Absence 
from Duty on Disciplinary Proceedings. 

Regulation 45. — (1) When an employee who has been 
dismissed, removed, or suspended is reinstated, the 
Authority competent to order the reinstatement shall 
consider and make a specific order : — 

(a) regarding the pay and allowances to be paid to 
the employee for the period of his absence from 
duty; and 

(/>) whether or not the said period shall be treated 
as a period spent on duty. 

(2) Where the authority mentioned in sub-regulation 
( 1 ) is of the opinion that the employee has been fully 
exonerated or, in the case of suspension, that it was 
wholly unjustified, the employee shall be given the full 
pay and allowances to which he would have been entitled 
had he not been dismissed, removed or suspended, as the 
case may be. 
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(3) Where an order under sub-regulation (1) and (2) 
has not been passed by the appropriate authority at the 
time of the issue of orders of reinstatement, the ease shall 
be referred back to him for his orders on this point. 

Industrial Workers 

Regulation 46. — Nothing contained in these Regulations 
shall operate to take away any right or privilege to which 
an employee is entitled in accordance with the provisions 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 or the Trade Union 
Act, 1926 

Delegation of Powers 

Regulation 47.— (1) For purposes of these Regulations, 
the powers of the Commission shall be exercised by the 
Member-in-Charge of Administration; 

(2) The Commission reserves to itself the right to 
modify, cancel or amend any or all of these regulations 
or orders issued thereunder and to give effect thereto from 
any date which it may deem fit. 

Regulation 48. — (1) The Central Civil Services (Classi- 
fication, Control and Appeal) Rules 1957, and any noti- 
fications issued and orders made under any such rules 
to the extent to which they apply to persons to whom 
these Regulations apply or confer powers to impose 
penalties or entertain appeals are hereby repealed. Pro- 
vided that — 

(a) Such repeal shall not affect the previous opera- 
tion of the said rules, notifications and orders or 
anything done or any action taken thereunder; 

(b) Any proceedings under the said rules, notifica- 
tions or orders pending at the commencement 
of these rules shall be continued and disposed 
of as far as may be, in accordance with the 
provisions of these Regulations. 

(2) Nothing in these Regulations shall operate to 
deprive any person to whom these Regulations apply of 
any right of appeal which had accrued to him under the 
rules, notifications or orders repealed by Sub-rule (1) in 
respect of any order passed before the commencement of 
these Regulations. 

(3) An appeal pending at or preferred after the 
commencement of these Regulations against an order 
made before such commencement shall be considered and 
orders thereon shall be passed under these Regulations. 

Interpretation 

Regulation 49. — If any doubt arises regarding the 
interpretation of any provisions of these Regulations the 
matter shall be referred to the Directorate of Administra- 
tion and Secretariat for clarifications.

ANNEXURE 

ACTS AND OMISSIONS CONSTITUTING 
MISCONDUCT 

1. Wilful insubordination or disobedience, either alone 
or in combination with others, to any lawful order of 
a superior. 

2. Bribery, sabotage, wilful damage, theft, fraud or 
dishonesty in connection with the Commission’s busi- 
ness or property. 

3. Giving false information regarding one’s name, age, 
qualifications or previous service etc, at the time of 
employment. 

4. Habitual late attendance, indebtedness or insolvency, 
neglect of duty, malingering and wilful or habitual 
absence from duty, leave station without leave or 
without sufficient cause. 

5. Approaching higher authorities for personal promo- 
tion or any other personal favour or gain through 
other people. 

6. Spreading false rumours or giving false Information, 
gambling, drunkenness, fighting, riotous, threatening 
or intimidating, disorderly or indecent behaviour in 
the Project premises, Office Building and/or Com- 
mission’s Township(s) or any act subversive of disci- 
pline. 

7. Unauthorised communication of official documents or 
information and disclosure to any unauthorised; 
person of information relating to Commission's 
operations and business. 

8. Habitual acceptance of free gifts, carfying on money- 
lending or any other private business without (he 
written permission of the Commission and entering 
into speculation, 

9. Writing of anonymous or pseudonymous letters or 
associating oneself in writing such letters. 

10. Striking work or inciting others to strike work in 
contravention of the provisions of any law or rule for 
the time being in force, 

1 1 . Convictions in any court of law for any criminal 
offence involving moral turpitude.
